WAbiiiNGTON, February 
11. — The 


Farmer's Alliance arraigned the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties in the 
bouse today on a charge of extravagance 
in public expenditures, and insisted that 
the leading parties were ignoring the 
principal legislation of the session in 
order to provide lucrative positions for 
favored henchmen of the dominant par- 
ti t^. 


Representative Simpson, whose sobri- 


quet, the Bookless Statesman, has won 
him national repute, was the man to 
prefer thoeo charges against the domi- 
nant parties, nnd bis epeech was one of 
the most amusing ana exciting incidents 
of the day. 


The question of expenditure came up 


under a resolution reported by the com- 
mittee on account of the appointment of 
Walter E. Halleck, an ex-union vetefaii, 
to the position of assistant door keeper of 
the house. 


After two or three Democrats and one 


or two Republicans favored a resolution 
paying a high tribute to Major Halleclc, 
HimpBon took the floor. Recharged the 
two leading parties with log rolling and 
dividing additional position a equally be- 
tween Democrats and Republicans. 


"It appears," said .Simpson, "tbat 


legislation ia lost eight of in thia at- 
tempt to inaugurate a new system of 
reciprocity. The great congress of the 
United States has be«n consuming two 
or three days together making positions 
for some mon because members on one 
Bide or the other want to get their friends 
In oflice. 80 you have gone on until the 
whole city of Washington IB besieged by 
a hungry horde of political partisans 
who are anxious to reach down into the 
poakets of the taxpayers and take money 
to pay political followers and friends for 
political services." [Great applause.] 


Simpson's speech had the effect of 


overwhelmingly defeating the resolution.

senate a motion was adopted tbat the 
flenate adjourn over until Monday from 
today. 


An adverse report was made from tho 


committee on military affairs on the bill 
io provide lor the biennial issue of a 
book to bi known as the "Military Reg- 
ister of tho United btatefi," and the bill 
was indefinitely postponed. 


Call offered a resolution asking for an 


inveetigatfon into the alleged efforts of 
railways and other corporations to con- 
trol the election of senators in the Flor- 
ida legislature. It was laid on tbe table 
until Call speaks upon It. 


Tbe bill providing for postomco build- 


infra in towns and cities where the post- 
office receipts exceed $30 JO annually, 
wan made the special order for Monday 
next. Alter a short executive session 
the printing bill was taken up. 


Gibson Introduced •> bill to improve 


the navigation and afford ease and safety 
to the trade and commerce ot the Mis- 
sissippi river and prevent destructive 
floods, 
appropriating $16,000,000, of 


which not more than $333,000 Is to bo 
expended in any one year.

tho provisions of the McKinloy law pro- 
viding for bounties on sagar. 


Representative Scott ef Illinois intro- 


duced a resolution instructing tho ways 
and means committee to report a bill 
providing for each repeal, and asserts 
witb confidence that a majority of the 
Democratic members will favor such a 
bill. 


AIJOUT THB CHINE3R. 


WASHINGTON, February 11. — Tho ses- 


sion of the honeo committee on foreign 
affairs today was consumed by discus* 
aion ot tha Chinese exclusion bill before 
tbe committee. The immigration com* 
mittee reported the Chinese bill. There 
is a conflict of jurisdiction in tho commit- 
tee over this subject, the foreign affairs 
committee holding that as the measures 
involve treaty obligations the 
foreign 


affairs committee properly has charge of 
the bills relating to the Chinese ques- 
tion. The first two sections of tho bill 
wore favorably considered after Borao 
modifications, but when the committee 
adjourned a motion pending to recon- 
sider one section was made, and the 
committee mado the bill a special order 
for next week, and hope to reach the 
ground on which the members can unite 
at the next session. 


Collided in the Darkness. 


PORTLAND, February 11,— The steamers 


Astorian and R. R. Thompson, plying 
between this city and Astoria, collided 
about 12 last: night near Walker's island. 
Tho Astorian was coming np the river 
and tho Thompson going down. The bow 
of tbe Attorian was considerably datn- 
ageo, the Thompson escaping with but a 
slight damage. The Thompson struck 
the Astorian in front, lust ahead of tbe 
cabins, with considerable force. Thoen- 
gioefl were reversed and tbe Thompson 
backed out. 
The. Astorian was run 


•shore, where it waa ascertained that 
ihe hole did not reach below the water 
line, when tho freight was removed to 
the back, bringing the hole several inches 
above the water line. The veisael waa 
then brought to this city. 


No estimate of damages is yet made. 


The crew and passengers of the Aatorian 
allege that the Thompson did not stop to 
ascertain the extent of damages, bnt con- 
tinued on her course. The Thompson 
will not return here until this evening, 
and her version of tho accident cannot 
yet1 bo given.

Tlie Reverend Genttcmaii Talks to a 


Reporter ana Says That He 


Is Iuucce.it. 


Thero was quite a ripple o{ excitement 


noticed arouod the sheriff's office thii 
morning among the various court bouse 
attaches, says the Stockton Republican, 
when it became known that a preacher, 
Rev. E. 1*. Daniels, had been arrested by 
Deputy Sheriff Bell Kaagle and was 
charged with having been concerned in 
a conspiracy. Daniels it will bo remem- 
bered is the lather of M.BB Zaa Daniels, 
who n few weeks ago got judgment 
againot M. J. Church, the Fresno capi- 
talist, for $25,000 in a euit against him 
for Blander. . 


Shortly after the arrest was made a 


Bepablican reporter dropped into the 
sheriff's office and found Rev. E. P. Dan- 
iele there awaiting bondsmen, his bond 
having been Used at $1^-03. He was as 
communicative as could ba expected 
under the circumstance B and eaecied 
pleased to see tbe representative of this 
papor. In the conversation which en- 
ened Mr. Daniels said: 


"M. J. Church swore to the complaint 


npon which the warrant was issued by 
which authority I waa arrested, and 
Joseph Mulchings ie aleoincluded ae one 
of the defendants. Of course it all grew 
out of tha slander suit in which my 
daughter was given a verdict for $25,000, 
and the arrest of Mr. If utchings and mv- 
eelf was (he work of tbe complaining wit- 
ness' sous." 
"Had you any intimation ol impend- 


ing trouble in relation to this case?" then 
abked the reporter. 


"Yes, I think I had. 
I'm sure I had. 


About two weofcs ago—perhapa longer 
ago than tbat—George F. Church, one 
ol the eons of M. J. Church, came to 
me to talk over the matter and I referred 
him to my daughter Zua. He nought 
her out and told her plainly Ibat he had 
come to eee her for no o her purpose than 
to make a proposition looking toward a 
compromise of the case."
